The regular meeting of the City Commission was 
called to order at 6:30 PM on August 12, 2021 at 
the meeting room of the Hurstbourne Acres City 
Hall/Police Department, 1916 Hurstbourne Circle, 
Louisville, Kentucky, with the following persons 
present;

July 8 Minutes 
 Commissioner Eskridge made a motion to 
accept the minutes as published.  The motion was 
seconded by Commissioner Renninger and carried 
unopposed. 
 
Treasurer’s Report & Warrants 
 Due to the passing of City Treasurer, Amy 
Underwood, no treasurer’s report or warrants 
were available.

 Police Commissioner Renninger reported 
the following for July, 2021:

July Highlights: 

• All officers completed KLC recommended 
monthly training. 

• The four offense reports were for a robbery 
in the Meadows Apartments, a death 
investigation at the Meadows Apartments, 
a shoplifting at the Shoe Carnival and a 
criminal mischief at the East Chase 
Apartments. 

• Sergeant Fiechter and Officer Gingerich 
completed their DOCJT annual 40-hour in-
service training, 

• Officer Hale was hired for the night shift. 

• All Golden Watch residents checked on 
weekly. 

• All businesses in the Shopping Centers 
checked on daily. 

• Explorer and Taurus are in good working 
order. 

 
Attorney’s Report 
 The hearing date for the sidewalk case is 
still scheduled for November 8, 2021, at 1:00 pm.  
 In other news, the owners of the Meadows 
Apartments have had the fence along Blowing Tree 
Road cleared.  However, there is still no word 
about the fence on the school side of Blowing Tree 
Road. 
 
COMMITTEE REPORTS 
Park 
 Commissioner Eskridge said the Little 
Library in the Park looks great thanks to the 
husband of newsletter editor, Kim Bloomer.  By all 
accounts it is being regularly used. 
 Regarding the required maintenance on the 
gazebo and picnic tables, only one company who 
could do all the work submitted a bid. The bid for 
power washing, painting, sanding, and refinishing 
the gazebo and picnic tables was $5,000 plus 
another $1000 for the repair of the gazebo roof.  
As explained by Commissioner Eskridge, the bid 
was within the budgeted amount, and the vendor 



does professional work. The bid was approved by 
the Commission. 
 Specific details of the city picnic will be 
published in the newsletter. However, 
Commissioner Eskridge did state that the budget 
will be around $8000 with Heitzman Bakery as the 
caterer. Because of COVID concerns, residents will 
not be asked to bring desserts this year.  For 
activities, the plan is to have inflatables, face 
painting, crafts, and a band. 
 
Sanitation 
 Commissioner Bohnenkamp advised that 
her article in the newsletter will provide details 
about the pickup schedule for the upcoming Labor 
Day weekend.  She is also working on getting a 
trash bin on Blowing Tree Road over by the 
entrance gate to the soccer field. 
 
Streets 
 In Commissioner Nichols’ absence, there 
was no report this month though Mayor McAllister 
advised she has ordered “One Way” signs for 
Hurstbourne Lane as discussed at last month’s 
meeting. 
 
Police 
 Commissioner Renninger stated that the 
ABC renewal process has been completed.  Also, as 
manager of the Rental Property forms, 16 have 
been received so far, with copies being sent to the 
clerk.  New computers have been ordered for the 
police vehicles.        
 
Old/New Business 
American Rescue Plan 
 Mayor McAllister confirmed the City has 
received funds in the amount of $156,000 but is 
still undetermined how the money can be spent.  
Another $156,000 will be received next year.  All 
money received must be used by 2026. 
  
Illegal Business in the City 
 It was discovered a business is being run 
out of a residence on Cardwell Way which violates 
a City ordinance.  Attorney Baker has been asked to 
send the owners a letter to cease and desist, and a 
police officer will deliver a copy of the ordinance in 
question. 

There being no further business or discussion, the 
meeting was adjourned.
